Contract Schooling 'Works' In 


Spots 


"Performance contracting" is 


a relatively recent innovation in 
education. 


Simply stated, it involves a 


private company corning into a 
school and guaranteeing to teach 
students certain skills, usually 
the basic ones of reading and 
math, or refund part of its fee. 


It 
was 
one of the 
most 


promising, certainly one of the 
most provocative, of a number of 
new teaching ideas to have been 
put forward after the nation 
began to realize that millions of 
school children, chiefly in the 
inner cities, were simply not 
being educated. 


In 1970, the Office of Economic 


Opportunity launched a $5.6- 
million experiment with six 
private firms in 18 school 
districts. In all, 13,000 children in 
grades 1 to 3 and 7 to 9 were in- 
volved. Another 10,000 children 
outside the experiment were 
used for comparison. 


A few weeks ago, the OEO 


reluctantly announced its ver- 
dict: The children in the per- 
formance contracting classes 
showed no identifiable gains over 
children in ordinary classes. 


"We have not found a panacea 


for teaching poor children 
reading and math," said OEO 
Director Phillip V. Sanchez. 
"Now 
we are going back to the 


drawing board." 


At least two facts were ob- 


scured by the flurry of headlines 
raised by the announcement. 


For one thing, no responsible 


contractor ever claimed to have 
a panacea. For another, there 
are contracts in existence in 54 
school districts in 24 states which 
were never part of the OEO 
experiment, and reports on their 
results have been much more 
favorable.

British Take Over in 
Ireland In Peace Bid

LONDON (AP) — The British 


government announced today 
that it is suspending home rule 
in Northern Ireland and taking 
direct control of the strife-torn 
province in a bid for peace that 
risks civil war. 


Prime 
Minister 
Edward 


Heath told the House of Com- 
mons that Northern Ireland's 
Protestant 
provincial govern- 


ment is being suspended for a 
year and the internment with- 
out trial of suspected Roman 
Catholic guerrillas is being 
eased. 


He also said the six Ulster 


counties will be governed by 
William Whitelaw, the floor 
manager for Heath's govern- 
ment in Commons, who will be 
named to the new post of cabi- 
net minister for Northern Ire- 
land. 


Heath said Whitelaw would 


be assisted by a commission of 
local residents "fully represen- 
tative of opinion in Northern 


Ireland," meaning it would in- 
clude representatives of the 
Catholic minority as well as the 
Protestant majority. 


The response from Northern 


Ireland was almost entirely un- 
favorable, and there was wide- 
spread fear that Protestant ex- 
tremists would turn to violence 
in retaliation for the ending of 
50 years of Protestant rule. 


Frazier Agnew, leader of the 


militant Belfast Young Union- 
ists, accused Heath of betrayal 
and said he "has hastened the 
inevitability of civil war." 


The Catholic guerrillas of the 


Irish Republican Army's Provi- 
sional wing vowed to continue 
their campaign of bombing and 
shooting to unite the Protestant 
North with the Catholic Irish 
Republic in the south. 


Edward MacAteer, leader of 


the more moderate 
Catholic 


Civil Rights Movement, said he 
preferred Protestant Irish rule 
to that of Englishmen in the 
"remote and insensitive smoke- 


filled rooms of Westminster." 


Six thousand Protestant ship- 


yard workers in Belfast left 
their jobs and marched to the 
city hall in protest. 


In an overture to the Roman 


Catholic minority in the six 
northern counties of Ireland, 
Heath also announced plans to 
release some of the suspected 
guerrillas interned there with- 
out trial and a plebiscite on 
whether the people of Northern 
Ireland want to unite with the 
Irish Republic. 


The outcome of the plebiscite 


is a certainty since Protestants 
outnumber Catholics 2 to 1 in 
Northern Ireland and are solid- 
ly opposed to Catholic rule 
from the South.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Ex- 


pressing confidence of winning, 
Sen.

pages of school news. I un- 
derstand women's page space is 
shrinking all over the country.

discrimination. 
News 
and 


features about women are no 
longer considered "for women 
only," and so they're often 
spread all over the paper. 


But—let's hear it from editors, 


who can answer your question 
much better than I. —H. 
Dear Helen: 


I'm a 58-year-old grandmother 


who doesn't smoke anything. 


But I think the time has come 


to stop wasting our tax dollars on 
a law that can't be enforced: We 
should 
follow 
the 
recom- 


mendation of the National 
Commission on Marijuana and 
Drug Abuse and "decriminalize" 
marijuana. 


Research shows that pot is 


relatively harmless (to adults) if 
used in moderation—probably 
less harmful than are cigarettes 
and alcohol, or at least on a par. 


Even women's magazines are 


publishing pro-legalization ar- 
ticles. Officials in the Food and 
Drug Administration and the 
Mental Health Association are 
calling pot "not so black." 


I ask my contemporaries what 


are the proved dangers of 
marijuana and they say it must 
be bad because it's against the 
law. Then I ask if they ever took 
a drink during prohibition. They 
say, "Yes, but that's different." 
How different? 


I'm not advocating the use of 


marijuana or alcohol. I merely 
wish people to become educated 
on the difference between it and 
truly dangerous drugs. Maybe 
then we could have limited 
legalization 
(no sales 
to 


juveniles, 
no 
advertising, 


distribution 
only 
through 


specified agencies) and spend 
our efforts fighting the real and 
menacing traffic in hard nar- 
cotics. -MRS. A.L. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 


My stand on pot has always 


been: "legalization if proved 
relatively safe." Perhaps that 
time has come. I don't know, nor 
(I suspect) do the researchers. 
But...is a government that bans 
cyclamates ready to take a 
chance on marijuana? 


D e c r i m i n a l i z i n g 
p o t ? 


Definitely YES! I don't think 
private use should be grounds for 
a "bust," and it seldom is any 
more, as college students will tell 
you. 


We should at.least modify the

NBA Issue Explosive

NEW YORK (AP) - The Na- 


tional Basketball Association 
owners moved to defuse an ex- 
plosive 
situation 
Thursday 


when they adopted a resolution 
aimed at preventing players 
from jumping between the NBA 
and the rival American Basket- 
ball Association. 


"Hereafter," explained NBA 


Commissioner Walter J. Kenne- 
dy, "the NBA will not approve 
any contract of a player al- 
ready 
under 
contract, until 


there has been a final court de- 
termination 
that the earlier 


contract is invalid." 


Such court action, according 


to Kennedy, "could very well 
take a long time, and a player 
couldn't play while decisions 
were pending." 


Thus, an ABA player seeking 


to jump to the NBA might be 
forced to sit out two or three 
years while his case is argued 
and appealed in court. 


Recently, 
Jim 
McDaniels 


jumped from Carolina of the 
ABA to Seattle of the NBA, and 
Charlie Scott left Virginia of 
the ABA and signed with Phoe- 
nix of the NBA. 


Despite 
the 
acquisition of 


these two stars, the NBA own- 
ers were eager to put a stop to 
the player jumping. 


First of all, they do not want 


to lose any of their own play- 
ers. 
Also, looking towards the 


proposed merger of the two 
leagues, the owners do not 
want to provide support for the 


Players Association in its at- 
tempt to convince Congress to 
veto the merger. 


Regarding McDaniels and 


Scott, Kennedy noted that their 
contracts would remain valid, 
"according to the league rules 
in effect at the time they were 
submitted." 


In the only other action taken 


at the meetings, the Board of 
Governors approved the trans- 
fer of the Cincinnati franchise 
to Kansas City. 


The Kansas City team will 


compete in the Midwest Divi- 
sion of the NBA, while Houston 
will move to the Central Divi- 
sion, where Cincinnati is com- 
peting this year. 


Kennedy emphasized that the 


team would be based in Kansas 
City and would not operate as a 
regional franchise. 


"The intent is to play all 


games in Kansas City," Kenne- 
dy said, although he conceded 
that the lack of playing dates 
for the 1972-73 season might ne- 
cessitate playing a number of 
games in Omaha, Neb.

But Su- 
per Bowl coaches Tom Landry 
and Don Shula think that's 
enough to significantly aid the 
sport's harassed 
offensive 


units. 


Four rule changes actually 


were adopted Thursday. The 
major one concerned 
move- 


ment of the hash marks used 
for the placement of the ball 
3M: yards more towards the 
center of the field on either 
side, or an adjustment of seven 
yards. 


It's that seven yards Dallas 


Coach 
Landry 
and 
Miami 


Coach Shula feel will give the 
offense more maneuverability 
against today's mammoth de- 
fensive units, which during the 
last three years have been held 
largely responsible for a 100 
touchdown dropoff in scoring.

Formation of Fetus 


Is Fascinating 


By Lawrence Lamb. M.P. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Would 


von please write some in- 
lormation on the gills of a 
tiny developing baby. I am 
an expectant mother and I 
think that is very interest- 
ing. Are the ^ills near the 
ears? It seems like 1 have 
heard that somewhere. 


Dear Header — When the 


baby first starts developing, 
it goes through the different 
stages that we identify with 
the evolution of the animal 
species. Zoologists 
classify 


animals from 
those begin- 


ning with one cell organisms 
through 
fish, animals and 


man. 
This arrangement is 


called 
phylogeny. 
Individ- 


uals who subscribe to evolu- 
tion feel 
that 
this is how 


man developed. 


When the fertilized ovum 


(egg) begins to develop into 
a oaby, it undergoes a se- 
quence of events which are 
very similar to this organ- 
ized classification of the ani- 
mal world. Since the process 
of development leading to 
birth is called ontogeny, this 
observation has been suc- 
cinctly expressed as "onto- 
geny 
recapitulates 
phylo- 


geny." which means that the 
development process recaps 
the stages of evolution. 


In the course of the baby's 


development, one stage is 
the fish stage and there arc 
gills entirely 
analogous to 


those seen in fish. They are 
located at the upper part ot 
the fetus near the a r e a 
where the lungs and heart 
and. great arteries are de- 
veloping. As the gills are 
lost, the artery that normal- 
ly goes along each gill un- 
dergoes 
a 
transformation 


and as these arches of the 
arteries are changed they 
end up being the main arter- 
ies we have in the body in- 
cluding the large aorta that 
feeds blood to most of the 
body except the lungs, the 


pulmonary artery that feeds 
blood to 'the lungs and the 
branches that go to the neck 
and head. 


Kven the heart itself un- 


dergoes a series of develop- 
mental changes. They are at 
one .stage analogous to struc- 
tures noted in fish, reptiles 
;md finally normal man. 


Almost 'all of the special- 


ized organs of the body un- 
dergo such an evolutionary 
development. There is a spe- 
cies in the animal kingdom 
lh;it will contain some struc- 
ture entirely 
analogous to 


some temporary state of the 
developing fetus. This entire 
complex process is carried 
out according to 
individual 


blueprints. The first cell for- 
mation between the female 
egg and the sperm contains 
one-half 
of 
the 
blueprint 


from c a c I) parent, or the 
genes. These w i l l be the 
same for all the rest of the 
cells for the entire develop- 
ing process. 


I agree with you. The en- 


tire 
process 
is absolutely 


fascinating.

Two-Hundred students in this 


area who took part in the poll. 
Forty-five percent felt that 
capital punishment should be 
retained; 40.5 percent felt it 
should be abolished; the rest 
were undecided. 


In contrast, the national 


sample showed students about 
equally divided on the question of 
capital punishment. 


The poll was timed to coincide 


with the United States Supreme 
Court's consideration of the 
constitutionality 
of 
capital 


punishment. The Court is now 
considering whether the death 
penalty 
violates 
the 


Constitution's prohibition of 
"cruel 
and 
unusual 


punishment." 


Students were questioned on 


the issue as part of their weekly 
VEC News Program, a current 
events service for schools.

nap conspiracy case against an- 
tiwar priest Philip Berrigan 
and six others. 


Today the defense presses 


motions for directed verdicts of 
acquittal. 


"The government has failed 


to prove that there has been 
any conspiracy," said attorney 
Paul O'Dwyer, a member of 
the six-man defense team head- 
ed by former Atty. Gen. Ram- 
sey Clark. 


"They didn't prove there was 


a plot to kidnap the President's 
adviser, Henry Kissinger, and 
they didn't prove a plan to blow 
up 
government 
property," 


O'Dwyer said. 


Chief 
prosecutor 
William 


Lynch said, "The evidence is 
overwhelming that they are 
guilty." 


In a memorandum to U.S. 


District Court Judge R. Dixon 
Herman, the defendants ac- 
cused the government of violat- 
ing their constitutional rights 
by "proceeding against them in 
bad faith." They said they 
would introduce evidence to 
show this was deliberate dis- 
crimination. 


"They are being prosecuted 


not for their conduct alone, but 
principally to vindicate the di- 
rector of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the Justice 
Department 
of 
the 
United 


States," the 24-page 
memo 


said. 


"That animus and, indeed, 


malice arose because of the de- 
fendants' conscientious outrage 
at the government's war in In- 
dochina, and because of their 


outspoken dedication to civil 
disobedience as a way of bring- 
ing the war to a halt." 


Lynch 
called 
the defense 


claim of discriminatory prose- 
cution ridiculous. Berrigan and 
the others are charged with 
conspiring in 1970 to kidnap 
White House aide Kissinger, 
blow up tunnels that carry 
steam heat to federal buildings 
in Washington, and vandalize 
Selective Service offices in at 
least nine states. 


"They 
have proved 
there 


have been draft board raids, 
which we never denied, but 
they have not proved these 
were part of any conspiracy, 
which we do deny," O'Dwyer 
said. 


The government rested its 


case after 24 days of testimony, 
one day short of the ninth week 
of the trial. 


Thursday's final three gov- 


ernment witnesses 
were all 


from the FBI, making it 21 
agents put on by the govern- 
ment. 


Palmer G. Tunstall, a hand-

McAlister, concerning the al- 
leged Kissinger kidnap plot. 


The letters were copied by
